Claims 1-4, 7-1 2, and 1 6-30 are now pending in this Application. Claims 1, 7-12, 
16, and 25-30 stand rejected as unpatentable over John, U.S. Patent No. 6,066,163, 

Claims 2-4 and 17-24 have been indicated to be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. 

This second Amendment submitted by Applicants cancels claims 1, 3, 16, and 21- 
24 and amends claims 2, 7, 9, 11-12, 17, and 25-27. Claims 2, 4, 7-12, 17-20, and 25-30 
remain pending.
